T AKING reflection pictures, with 
the aid of a mirror, Is an amus­ 
ing camera pastime . . . and you can 
obtain many novel effects, quite 
sim i»ly. 
For simplicity, place your sub­ 
jects quite close to the mirror, as in 
the picture above. Then simply 
foeus for the distance between cam­ 
era and mirror, and shoot. Provide 
enough light so you can use a small 
lens opening. 
If tho subject is farther away 
from the mirror, you must make cer­ 
tain allowances in focusing. Just 
remember that the reflection IBs 
beyond the mirror. For example, if 
your subject stands two feet in front 
of tho mirror, the reflection is two 
feet back of the silver surface. In 
such a case, it Is best to focus for a 
point about midway between the 
the subject and mirror; then use a 
very small lens opening. 
Either light from amateur flood 
bulbs or flash bulbs can be used in 
taking mirror pictures, and in some 
cases, daylight can be used. Flood 
bulbs are probably best for your 
lirst mirror pictures. They are sim­ 
ple to adjust and can be used in 
inexpensive cardboard reflectors. In 
taking the pictures, be sure the 


bulbs aro properly shielded, so that 
direct light does not shino on the 
camera lens. 
Wall mirrors are not the only

shots. If you have a large tray with

C 
HRISTMAS comes again, with its age-old story of shepherds 
watching their flocks by night, of herald angels singing, and 
of Wise Men following a star to the birthplace of a King. 
As these words are written, there seems little hope of peace on earth 
for many months to come. Yet, despite the rumble of guns abroad, I 
have a Christmas message to offer to my own countrymen. And I wish 
to offer it primarily to the twenty 
five million young Americans be­ 
tween fifteen and twenty-five years 
of age. 
To you young people what Christ­ 
mas symbolize« is of the greatest 
importance. You are on the thresh­ 
old of opportunity. By your own 
leadership and by the ideals you in­ 
still in your children, you will deter­ 
mine what our country, and, indeed, 
the world, will be half a century 
from now. 
Six million of you are in high 
school; more than one million in col­ 
lege; twelve million are employed; 
six million are jobless. Whether you 
are in the fortunate group still pur­ 
suing your education, or have found 
your place in industry, commerce, or 
a profession, or are unfortunate in 
not yet having found your place, 
Christmas still makes you the most 
favored youth group in all the world. 
Thank God this Christmas for the 
freedom that is yours and that the 
spirit of Christmas gives you—the 
freedom to think as you please, to do 
as you will; to get an education, to 
plan a career; to marry and build a 
family; to share in government, to 
criticize public servants, to run for 
any office; to seek your fortune in 
high or low places; to have a home 
that is your castle; to worship or not 
as you desire; to rise or fall by your 
own efforts; to speak unhesitatingly 
what you think, without fear of re­ 
prisal; to have complete liberty of 
conscience, to be the ruler of your 
own destiny, the sovereign of your 
own personality. 
These are so m e of the liberties in 
our land, the oldest of the world’s 
great democracies — paradoxically, 
and significantly, located in the “new 
world.” We have taken our liberties 
for granted, like the air we breathe, 
the telephone we use, the radio to 
which we listen. They seem auto­ 
matic, as matter-of-fact as if they 
had always been ours. Yet these very 
liberties have been acquired, and can 
be taken away. 
Because Christianity has empha­ 
sized the importance of the human 
spirit, it is the basis of the modern 
democratic idea cf the rights of man, 
out of which in turn has come the 
best in modern science and social 
advancement. Conversely, with the 
departure 
of 
religious* faith 
go 
democracy, 
science, 
freedom 
of 
thought, and the sacredness of hu­ 
man personality. We have seen it 
happen 
wherever 
totalitarianism 
preaches the absolutism of the state 
over man’s mind and soul. 


Christmas is the symbol of human 
progress, the keenest desire for 
which is manifest in youth. It stress­ 
es charity to the poor, care of the 
underprivileged, a chance for all. 
The Yule season is electric with the 
spirit of good will. It sometimes con­ 
quers even the hate of war. There 
are instances on record in the Civil 
War and in the First World War 
of enemy soldiers fraternizing on 
Christmas Eve. 
It is this spirit of good will, of 
charity, of sacrifice, of service, of 
search for truth, born of Christian­ 
ity, that has given to the world the 
chain of hospitals and universities, 
the old people’s homes, the orphan­ 
ages, and the vast program of edu­ 
cation and social welfare. In no field 
has science done more for the benefit 
of man than in the battle against 
ignorance, superstition, disease, 
poverty, and underprivilege. It is in 
these practical human effects that 
modern science is most clearly dis­ 
tinguished from the earlier eras of 
science. 
There is no room for cynicism, for 
defeatism, for frustration in the 
message of Christmas to youth. It 
stimulates visions of a better world 
It gives to life a purpose and to 
every personality a destiny. Its re­ 
sistless urge is that everyone should 
go forward. In spite of the turbu­ 
lence in the world today, a tremend­ 
ous program of advancement is 
under way, born primarily of mis­ 
sionary endeavor. To produce such 
an effect there must be an adequate 
cause. That’s an elementary rule of 
science. Since Christianity produce» 
such results, it is itself of vast in­ 
trinsic worth. Put it in the test tube, 
and it proves its value. 
I can wish for youth today nothing 
better than a vital Christian atti­ 
tude. I stress no doctrine, for that 
is for the individual to determine 
for himself But I do urge the scien- 
tific-mindedness of the Christian 
faith. Let fellowship with God be 
intimate; let the beauty of the 
teachings, of the example, of the 
sacrifice of Christ grow upon you; 
let the relentless search for truth 
guide you; let the spirit of good 
will possess you. 
I would like to stress the fact that 
there is no real conflict between 
science and religion. Many prople 
have the mistaken idea that sci ence 
is purely abstract investigation, ut­ 
terly removed from the affairs of 
everyday life. Yet science in its 
laboratories, in its study of the 
stars, in its theories and laws, has 
but one objective: an understanding 
of the world that will add value to 
life.
